FIGHT IN COURTS 
SEEN AS RESULT

Unless Some Agreement 
Is Soon Reached, Deca- 
tur Also Will Try To 
Collect Paving ( Costs. 


A court fight involving the right 
of the Georgia Railway & Power 
company to surrender its franchise 
in Decatur, and approximately $18,- 
000, which will be claimed by the 
city of Decatur on street paving now 
in progress there, was seen Monday 
night following action of the Decatur 


commission in rejecting a proposal 4 


of the traction company, which was 
intended’ to stop the ever-widening 
breach between the company and mu- 
nicipality. 

The commission adopted resolutions 
which termed as “unfavorable” the 
- proposal of. the company to establish 
a bus line from Decatur to Emory 
university in return for which De- 
catur citizens were to agree to pay 
am seven-cent car fare. Members of 
the body declared that the proposi- 
tion was not specific and definite 
enough for them to know “just what 
to expect of the company.” It was 
intimated, however, that the commis- 
sion might. consider another proposal 
which would specify bus schedules. 

Will Prepare Case. 

The resolutions also instructed L. 
J. Steele, city attorney, to prepare the 
case against the company tin the 
event a settlement is not reached be- 
fore the, petition of Decatur for a 
‘permanent injunction to prevent the 
-company from discontinuing the serv- 
$ce within the city limits is called in 
court. Mr. Steele also was told to 
* notify the company of the decision 
to reject the proposal, which “was 
’ » too vague to receive serious considera- 


Several weeks ago power company 
officials notified Decatur commission- 
ers of their intention to surrender the 
company’s franchise and to discon- 
iinue running cars into the city, and 
the municipality retaliated by tak- 
ing out a temporary injunction to 
prevent any interruption of service. 
The restraining order was signed by 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, of DeKalb 
superior court, but hearing on the 
petition to make the order permanent 
wed postponed pending negotiations 
between the company and Decatur, 
and the date of the hearing left un- 
assigned on agreement of attorneys 
representing both litigants. 

Proposal of Company. 

Since the injunction was allowed 
the company has proposed that De- 
‘eatur accept the seven-cent fare basis 
in return for which the company 
would establish a bus line from Emory 
* university to Decatur. 
jection made to the proposal Monday 
night was that no provision for sched- 
ules was mentioned in the plan‘ sub- 
mitted by the company, and, _ there- 
“fore. Decatur could not act favorably 
on it. 

Mr. Steele stated following the 
meeting that it was not likely that 
a date for the final hearing on the 
injunction petition could be set be- 
for the first Saturday in December, 


‘ghd that it “probably will be heard 
between Decembér 1 and December 
25." 

It is expected that the company 
will insist on a hearing at an early 
date in the event the corporation 
fails to submit a revised proposal. 

Paving costs, which it has been 
agreed will be included in the case 
in the event it does reach the courts, 
are for work now being. done on 
Ponce de Leon avenue and for work 
which will be started soon on Oak 
street. This totals about $18,000, 
Mr. Steele said.

North Georgia Confer- 
ence Meeting at Griffin 
Since Wednesday Closes 
Eventful Session.

Griffin, Ga., November. 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-With the reading of the pas- 
tors’ assignments here this afternoon 
the North Georgia conference, which 
has been in session at the First Meth- 
odist: church -here since Wednesday, 
came to a close. All presiding elders 
were returned to their districts and 
comparatively few. changes were made 
in the pastors’ charges. 

A feature of the closing session was 
the presentation to Bishop Warren 
A. Candler of a cup in commemora- 
tion of his service of 50 years as a 
Methodist preacher. It was in- Grif- 
fin a half century ago that he was ac- 
cepted as'a minister and given a 
charge. Resolutions were adopted by 
the conference expressing appreciation 
of the work and service rendered 
Methodism in the south by Bishop 
Candler. The adoption of the resolu- 
tions by the conference immediately 
preceded the presentation of the cup. 

Merger Voted Dow? hs 

‘High lights.in the conference were 
the adverse vote upon the question of 
unification of the northern and south-! 
ern Methodist churches; refusal of 
the body to change the time of confer- 
ence from fall to spring and the elec- 
tion of delegates to the general con- 
ference to be held next spring when a 
final yote upon the unification ques- 
tion will be taken. 

Sunday’s service was marked by a 
memorial service, to seven ministers 


who died since the last meeting, and | 


to raising eleven new members to the 
class of deacons. 

Reports submitted by the statistical 
committee of the conference showed 
that $1,781,208 has been contributed 
by the conference during the past year 
for all purposes. This is an increase 
of $100,000 over the previous year, 
despite severe damage by drouth in 
some sections of the conference. 

It was also shown that the~con- 
ference now has 143,720 members, 
with 88,090 persons enrolled in the 
Sunday schools and .18,743 members 
of the Women’s Missionary society.

Acts After Assistant City 
Attorney Gives Opinion 
That Referendum Was 
Mandatory. 


ALLEN MAY SEEK 
INJUNCTION ORDER 


Still Considering Legal 


Step:-To Halt Action of. 


Voters in Election on 
December 2. 


The last formality so far as the 
city of Atlanta is concerned toward 
assuring a public referendum at the 
regular city election Wednesday, De- 
cember 2 to determine wage increases 
for members of the city fire depart- 
ment came Monday when Mayor Wal- 
ter A. Sims attached his signature of 
approval to the Couch resolution ap- 
proved last week by council and the 
aldermanic board. 

One obstacle to the referendum, 
however, still loomed late Monday 
night. Councilman Cecil G. Allen, of 
the second ward, who has intimated 
he would institute injunction proceed- 
ings to prohibit the referendum, said 
he still was considering the matter 
and would reach a definite decision 
in a day or two. 

Mayor Sims decision to approve the 
measure came only after a written 
opinion Monday from Courtland S. 
Winn, assistant city atforney, who 
stated that, ia his opinion, it was 
compulsory for the city to grant the 
petition of the firemen, as they had 
followed out in every detail the pro- 
visions of the initiative clause of the 
city charter, The petition seeking the 
referendum, as circulated by the fire- 
men, bore signature of 10,000 voters, 
certified to by City Clerk Walter Tay- 
lor as bona fide registrants. This 
number was suffient, as required by 
law, the assistant city attorney said. 

“I had held up this paper since 
Thursday until I could make a. thor- 
ough investigation to determine its| 
legality,” Mayor Sims said. “Under 
the opinion. of -the-city attorney, I} ta 
was powerless to use any discretion- 
ary powers.” 

Cannot Reduce Pay. 


Should the referendum of the fire- | 


men to initiate the ordinance raising 
the salaries of the department pass, 
it was pointed out at city hall that 
council would be compelled to put the 
provisions into effect. It was also 
declared that council could never re- 
duce the salaries unless the issue was 
presented to qualified voters. 

Firemen who sponsored the petition 
based their campaign on the slogan 
they desired the same salaries as paid 
U. S. mail carriers, under the recent 
increase voted by congress. 

The salary schedule, as proposed, 
would give privates in the department, 
in their fourth year of service and 
thereafter $175 a month or $2,100 a 
year; third year men a n year; 
second class men, $1,800 and’ first 
year men $1;700. Drivers, mechanics 


and officers in the department would 
receive proportionate increases, 

Chief W. B. Cody is the only mem- 
ber of the department for whom no in- 
crease was provided. 

Intimation that the firemen who 
originated the idea to circulate a peti- 
tion seeking a referetidum to determine 
salary increases for men of that de- 
partment had a -motive to strip Fire 
Chief Cody of his power, or 
possibly to put him out of the depart- 
ment was made by Councilman 
Allen in a statement Monday. 

The statement followed one publish- 
ed Sunday over the signature of KE. A. 
Davidson, fireman and chairman of

Militant Flier Admits 
Criticism Was “Opinion, 
Not Fact,” but Is Firm 
in Treason Charges. 


Washington, November 23.—Colonel 
William Mitchell, arch enemy of the 
government’s conduct of the air serv- 
ice, has assailed the army and navy 
again. 

Taking the witness stand in his own 
defense Monday, the- court-martialed 
critic doubled his fist and then struck 
at the victims: of his criticisms but 
not with the directness or power tbat 
accompanied’ previous attacks. 

The doughty air colonel seemed to 
aim at less vital places. His blows 
were somewhat softened. He modificd 
his critical versions of maladmin- 
istration but not to any great appre- 
eiable extent. 

Admits Opinions, Not Facts. 

Through a day of grilling, Mitchell 
heartened his prosecutors by admit- 
ting that the statements of criticisms 
which resulted in his being hailed be- 
fore a military court, were ‘“epinions,” 


not “facts.” 
But even so, he dealt them another 


blow. _ 

“I believe,” he said, “that the war 
and navy departments’ system of ban- 
dling aircraft is almost treasonable in 
that it doesn’t give the proper place 
to air power in the defense of the 
country. And that is vitai.” 

"Jt is,” he added, “a question of 
system not of individuals.” 

Mitchell through a maze of confus- 
ing questions, made it plain that he 
did ‘not attribute “criminal treason” 
to the mlboopt ef the country’s air 
Service, glk fatel ifting that the

‘Mitchell admitted that when he’ de- 
elared: that the administration of the 
air service in the past few years had 
been “so disgusting’ that oft.ers 
should be “ashamed of the cloth they 
wear,” he did not mean all army-~of- 
ficers. 

“No,” he said, “I did not mean all 
army officers but I do think that 
officers of the air service should be 
ashamed, the men who have bee: sub- 
jected to the command of people who 
know nothing about aircraft. That is 
the worst example of that sort of 
command I have ever known any na- 
tion:-to conduct.” 

The nonchalant, intrepid aviator 
known to Washington through a se- 
ries of appearances before congres- 
sional committees investigating avia- 
tion, was missing for a time at least. 
Monday. He had lost some of his 
nonchalance. Instead he appeared a 
tired man. 

This was particularly true of the 
morning session when he was being 
examined by his own counsel. He 
appeared resentful. He had recourse 
many times to almost inaudible an- 
swers to questions which dismayed a

New Haven, Conn., November 23.— 
Gerald Chapman, one of the most 
daring and elusive of American ban- 
dits, has again leaped nimbly from the 
fast-darkening shadow of the noose. 

Through the legal maneuvers of his 
attorneys, Chapman has escaped hang- 
ing on the scheduled date, December 
3, and although the death sentence 
still hangs over him, months or years 
may elapse before it is carried out. 

The United States district court 
Monday granted Chapman a writ of 
habeas corpus, demanded by his law- 
yers on the ground that he must serve 
out his 25-year federal sentence at At- 
lanta for his participation in the fa-| 
mous $2,000,000 New York mail rob- | 
bery before he can be hanged in Con- 
necticut for the murder of Patrol- 
man Skelly in New Britain.

Celebrating their fdotball team’s 
achievements, Northwestern univer- 
sity students tonight threw this staid 
college town into an uproar by burn- 
an unoccupied fraternity. house and 
starting several smaller fires and bat- 
tling policemen and firemen who at- 
tempted to interfere. 

The crowd of 3,000 men and wom- 
en students were dissuaded from fir- 
ing the old field stands when Tim 
Lowry, football captain, pointed out 
that the new stadium might not be 
completed for next» fall. 

Mayor Charles H. Bartlett, who 


had been aiding the poligemen all 
everfing, was struck. over the head 
with a club and stunned as he went 
to help a policeman guarding a fire 
The policeman suffered two 
broken ribs when. he was beaten by 
students. 

The celebration started with the fir- 
ing of the old Phi Kappa Sigma house, 
off the campus. When firemen ar- 
rived, their hose was taken from them 
and the water turned on them. Fin- 
ally, the police resorted to tear bombs, 
whieh proved efficacious as long as 
the supply lasted. Then a_ pitched 
battle ensued and the students rush- 
ed for the football field. 

Captain Lowry arrived with several 
automobiles of policemen as students 
were pouring gasoline on the wooden

The 
hearing was set at the prison at the 
insistence of State’s Atterney Alcorn. 
who prosecuted Chapman and obtained 
the death sentence.

$8,600 IS FOUND

St. Paul, Minn., November 23.—

of a tiny tube containing $8,600 
worth of radium which disappeared 
from a hospital here. 

Professor Henry A. Erickson, head

the hospital. 

Today the detectors led him to a 
nine-inch pipe in a cewer tunnel, 
where the radium tube was found.

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THE ARID LIFE. — 

A century ago the temperature rec- 
ommended by medical authorities for 
hospitals, sick rooms and nurseries 
was “not below 50 nér above 60.” 
The. comfort standard was about 55. 
But that was with direct radiant 
heat—open fire places. Today the 
comfort ‘standard is around 70, but 
with indirect heating by furnaces and 
hot water or steam radiators. .Direct 
heat from a fireplace warms objects in 
the rpem, including the bodies or cloth- 
ing of persons in the room, and the 
air of the room is warmed secondarily 
by these warmed objects. The heat 
from a radiator warns the air ofthe}. 
room primarily, and the objects or a 
sons in the room secondarily. hat 
is one explanation for the comfort 
from direct heating when-the air, tem- 
perature is 55, where as it mu 
65 or aboye when the heating in- 
direct, to give comfort, 

But another factor is of greater im- 
portance in determining comfort. The 
amount of*moisture in the air has 
much to do with it.. In the winter 
time the outdoor air has an apg 
relative humidity of from 70 to 
per cent, and when such air is heated 
up to 10 the relative humidity is re- 
duced to about 20 per cent. That is 
very dry .indeed, almost as arid as 
desert air, and air as dry as that has 
a dry-kiln effect on the woodwork, 
furniture, piano, flowers, complexions 
and' tempers of persons living in it, 
or on food exposed in the room. Many 
offices in steam-heated buildings show 
a relative humidity as low as 15 
to 18 per cent. In air as dry as that 
it is almost impossible for one to 
be comfortable at any temperature. 

Moisture in the air is a good heat 
carrier, Air at a temperature of 100 
degrees fully saturated (100 per cent 
humidity) has the same heating value 
as dry air at 300 degrees. This in- 
dicates how ineffective and wasteful 
is the popular practice of trying to get 
comfort by means of dry air. 

Many contrivances for the evapora- 
tion of water in the air are offered, 
either in connection with the heating 
plant or independent humidifiers 
placed on radiators, but none of these 
quite meets the requirements, though 
all de some good. For instance, a 
nine-room house having about 20,000 
cubie feet air capacity requires the 
evaporation of about three quarts of 
water every hour to maintain any- 
thing like a normal humidity when 
the house is heated to 70 degrees. 
If the more hygenic temperature of 
65 degrees is maintained, only two 
quarts of water each hour must be 
evaporated to maintain the normal 
35 per cent relative humidity. 

Mere evaporation of a given amount 
of water in the air does not solve 
the problem, for water vapor is slow 
to diffuse and unless there is good 
ventilation in the house the air will 
be lumpy—moist in one spot and dry 
in another. 

Air heated by radiators—hot water 
or steam—becomes just as dry as air 
heated by the hot air furnace. The 
warm air furnace dries out the air 
less than the lot air furnace does; 
the warm air furnace recirculates the 
air, whereas the hot air furnace re- 
ceives air from outdoors. | 

From the hygenic viewpoint (I am 
not qualified to compare the efficiency 
of heating methods), the various meth- 
ods of heating mow in use are as 
follows, in order of their hygenic 
value: — : 

1, Open fire place or a radiant gas 
or electric stove. . 

2. Stove, having connection with 
the flue, no matter what fuel be used. 

3. Warm air furnace. 

4. Hot air furnace. 

5. Radiator heat-—steam

Editor Constitution: ‘In today’s 
mail came a letter from Ashley, Mich., 
from a farmer who asked assistanc? in 
locating a farm. 

Attached to this letter was an edi- 
torial which was printed in The Con- 
stitution some time ago under the title 
‘.*The Leaven Works.” The author 
of this letter describes so vividly a 
point of view that is undoubtedly 
very common in the north, that I am 
taking the liberty of addi g the con- 
tents of this letter for your informa- 
tion. You will observe how the 
Florida boom in this instance has 
worked on the psychology of this 
northern farmer to cause him to be in- 
terested in Georgia. 

The letter is from Ashley, Mich., 
and is as follows: 

With a few others here, I am interested 
in trying to find a locality in the south- 
east in which to locate for a bome. I have 
lived in the south fall and winter of ’98 and 
expected to get back again before now. Oc- 
cupation is farming, (mixed). In this part 
of Michigan we have good soil. I am of 
the opinion that people who expect to live 
and farm in that part of the world would | 
find conditions of climate, soil and markets 
more to their liking in the north and north 
central part of your state. Judging from 
the situation of the cities of Chattanooga, 
Rome, Birmingham, Atlanta, there should 
be good markets for farm produce. If I 
am not wrong, drinking water is the best 
in the world. 

Many peaple from central Michigan go to 
Florida for the winters. Real estate men 
there and here together have worked up 
lots of enthusiasm for Florida in ‘Michi- 
gan, What one lot didn't think of, the 
other did, and are catching lots of ’em. It 
may be just a whim, but I think, other 
conditions being equal, I might like to look 
at the country between Chattanooga and At- 
lanta. It will not take a very large 
amount of land to satisfy me, as means are 
limited through a recent ‘investment in real 
estate, but think if I can find satisfactory 
locality near a good highway, where I can 
practice farming something similar to what 
I have been used to, would get along.

A century ago the temperature rec- 
ommended by medical authorities for 
hospitals, sick rooms and nurseries 
was “not below 50 nor above 60.” 
The comfort standard was about 55.

heat—open. fire places. Today the 
comfort ‘standard is around 70, but 
with indirect heating by furnaces and 
hot water or steam radiators. .Direct 
heat from a fireplace warms objects in 
the rpom, including the bodies or cloth- 
ing of persons in the room, and the 
air of the room is warmed secondarily 
by these warmed objects. The heat 


room primarily, and the objects or per- 
sons in the room secondatily. hat 
is one explanation for the comfort 
from direct heating when the air, tem- 
perature is 55, where as it mu 

65 or aboye when the heating in- 
direct, to give comfort, 

But another factor is of greater im- 
portance in determining comfort. The 
amount of moisture in the air has 
much to do with it.. In the winter 
time the outdoor air has an average 
relative humidity of from 70 to 
per cent, and when such air is heated 
up to 10 the relative humidity is re- 
duced to about 20 per cent. at is 
very dry indeed, almost as arid as 
desert air, and air as dry as that has 
a dry-kiln effect on the woodwork, 
furniture, piano, flowers, complexions 
and' tempers of persons living in it, 
or on food exposed in the room. Many 
offices in steam-heated buildings show 
a relative humidity as low as 15 
to 18. per cent. In air as dry as that 
it is almost impossible for one to 
be comfortable at any temperature. 

Moisture in_the air is a good heat 
carrier. Air at a temperature of 100 
degrees fully saturated (100 per cent 
humidity) has the same heating value 
as dry air at 300 degrees. This in- 
dicates how ineffective and wasteful 
is the popular practice of trying to get 
comfort by means of dry air. 

Many contrivances for the evapora- 

tion of water in the air are offered, 
either in connection with the heating 
plant or independent humidifiers 
placed on radiators, but none of these 
quite meets the requirements, though 
all do some good. For instance, a 
nine-room house having about 20,000 
cubie feet air capacity requires the 
evaporation of about three quarts of 
water every hour to maintain any- 
thing like a normal humidity when 
the house is heated to 70 degrees, 
If the more hygenic temperature of 
65 degrees is maintained, only two 
quarts of water each hour must be 
evaporated to maintain the normal 
35 per cent relative humidity. 
Mere evaporation of a given amount 
of water in the air does not solve 
the problem, for water vapor 1s slow 
to diffuse and unless there is good 
ventilation in the house the air will 
be lumpy—moist in one spot and dry 
in another. 

Air heated by radiators—hot water 
or steam—becomes just as dry as air 
heated by the hot air furnace. The 
warm air furnace dries out the air 
less than the lot air furnace does; 
the warm air furnace recirculates the 
air, whereas the hot air furnace re- 
ceives air from outdoors. _ 

From the hygenic viewpoint (I am 
not qualified to compare the efficiency 
of heating methods), the various meth- 
ods of heating mow in use are as 
follows, in order of their hygenic 
value: — 

1, Open fire place or a radiant gas 
or electric stove. . 

2. Store, having connection with 
the flue, no matter what fuel be used. 

3. Warm air furnace. 

4. Hot air furnace. 

5. Radiator heat-—steam or 


water.

roomful of intent spectators. His 
direct examination failed to delve into 
any of the vital phases of the case. 
It was circumspect. It furnished the 
accused officer with virtually no op- 
portunity of elucidating his charges. 
It appeared weak, but later develop-— 
ments disclosed it had been carefully, 
even craftily planned. It obviously 
was intended to disconcert the prose- 
cution. 


From the halting testimony of an 
apparently tired man, Mitchell under- 
went instantaneous change when Ma- 
jor Allen Gullion, prosecuting attor- 
ney, began what unquestonably will 
he a lengthy, exacting, probing cross- 
examination. He became -combative. 
His answers came snappily. He fold- 
ed his arms, became almost defiant 
and the tired voice assumed some of 
the fiery characteristics for which the 
airman is noted. 


Calls Question “Foolish.” 


Time and again he characterized 
the interrogations of his prosecuting 
attorney as “foolish.” He’ sat back 
enjoying the innumerable passages at 
arms between Gullion and his own 
attorney, representative Frank %. 
Reid. . Ther were heated interchanges 
between counsel. ‘They battled every 
inch of the ground. Objections were 
frequent; arguments sharp. The 
court had to intervene with the ad- 
monishment that “side remarks” be- 
tween counsel were quite unnecessary. 
Guillion and Reid were directed to 
talk to the court. 

Of all the many arguments engaged 
in by counsel, one that produced tronu- 
ble came late in the afternoon when 
Major Guillion accused Reid of “sig- 
naling the witness as to how to an- 
swer my questions.” 


Reid jumped to his feet. His face 
flushed. 


“You are liable to encounter more 
than enough trouble if you keep on 
with that accusation,” he hurled at 
Gullion. “I’m not signaling the wit- 
ness. JIdon’t have to. He can take 
care of himself.” 

The court intervened. 


Admits Making Statement. 


“Did you say that officers. and 
agents seat by the war and navy de- 
partments to testify about aircraft be- 
fore congressional committee were 
grossly ignorant of the subject and 
misrepresented the facts?’ Mitchell 
was asked. 


“I did,” he replied, “and that is a 
fact and not an opinion.”

“Do you think that it is fair to 
suppose that the people at large would 
understand that you meant the crimi- 
nal offense of treason?’ persisted 
Gullion.

In his speech Senator George said 
it is easy to over-estimate the imme- 
diate importance of the court as far 
as the United States is concerned. 

“It is likely that the United States 
will in any event resort to the court 
but infrequently,” he said. “It is cer- 
tain the court will not end war. No 
court can. Despite our own admir- 
able supreme court, the war between 
the states came on. The court is not 
in command of physical means by 
which to enforce its decrees. Even 
the supreme court of the United 
States is without power to compel a 
sovereign state to comply with its 
judgments, except possibly by punish- 
ing the individual who, for the time 
being, is the responsible representa- 
tive of the state. Where nations are 
litigants reliance must be placed upon 
that moral sense inherent in man- 
kind.”’ 

In answering objections to the 
court, Senator George said the chief 
objection is that the law to be admin- 
istered by the court has not been pre- 
cisely defined and codified. 

“International law can never -be 
brought within the narrow limits of a 
he said. 
ever consist of those broad, general 
principles of justice which “should 
control the conduct of every civilized 
state in its relations to other na- 
tions.” 


Answers Objections. 


Senator George said this objection 
was not sound. 

“It ill comports with the dignity 
of a great Christian nation to refuse 
its support to the court upon the 
ground that the law to be adminis- 
tered has not in advance been de- 
clared with exactness, so that the na- 
tion may insist upon a technical de- 
fense as a petty criminal in a com- 
mon court of law.’ 

In his speech Senator George traced 
the movements leading up to creation 
of the world court, reviewed the his- 
tory of The Hague tribunal, told of 
the creation of the international board 
of arbitration and spoke of the crea- 
tion of the werld court by the coun- 
cil of the League of Nations. 

“The time is ripe and opportune if 
we are to have a world court at all 
to have the court now functioning, 4 
Senator George concluded,

Gen- 
eral Motors, selling ex-dividend. regis- 
tered ot net decline of 7 points at 
108 1-2, and Fisher Body sold off 6 3-4 
to 893-4. Hudson dropped from 
9335-8 to 89, off 21-8, and Mack 
Tena k showed a decline of about a 
point at 213 7-8, after having sold as 
high as 219 3-4, 


Oils developed a temporary  out- 
burst of strength in response to an in- 
crease of 25 cents a barrel in Penn- 
sylvania crude prices and reports of 
stiffening gasoline prices, but the 
early gains were substantially re- 
duced or wiped out in the late wave 
of selling.

MARKET FAIRLY ACTIVE 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, November 23.—(/)-- 
The cotton market was fairly active 
today and was sustained by the 
strength of near positions, particu- 
larly December, based on a_ belief 
that tenders on December contracts 
would be light both here and in New 
York tomor:ow, first notice day, ow- 
ing to the small certificated stocks 
in both markets, 6,829 bales here and 
29.840 in New York. 

There also was a tendency on the 
part of some traders to lower crop 
estimates. 

At the highest of the morning, 
prices showed gains over Saturday’s 
close of 23 to 36 points. Prices eased 
off during the aftecnoon on liquida- 
tion and profit-taking, but prices were 
more or Jess supported until, in the 
final trading, there was a sharp de- 
cline in near positions, owing to long 
liquidation.

| High Lights in 
The Cotton Market 


BY THEO H. PRICE 
Editor of Commerce and Finance 


New York, November 23.—The cot- 
ton problem, like Gaul, is now divided 
into three parts. There is, first, the 
value of the tenderable grades of 
which the supply is probably smaller 
than last season. 

Second, there is the status of the 
poorer qualities that are so abundant 
beeause of the bad weather, and fi- 
nally there~is the puzzle created by 
the premiums and discounts at which 
the various months are selling. 

In each of thes aspects the market 
is worthy of closer study than can 


be given to it in this letter, but it 
may at least be said that in so far 
as “good” cotton is concerned the 
trade seems to be convinced that it 
is scarce and that it is worth all or 
more than it is selling for. 

This explains the steadiness of con- 
tracts on which only good cotton can 
be delivered, and the willingness of 
those who need the tenderable quali- 
ties to buy futures on all soft spots. 

As to the low grades, their super- 
abundance appears to have been gully 
discounted by the prices at which they 
are selling west of the Mississippi 
river, and if there were any way to 
hedge them safely they might be 
bought with confidence that their 
spinning value would ultimately be 
recognized. 

But when it comes to considering 
the differences between the months, 
we get into a field that defies the ac- 
umen of the most experienced dealers. 
December maintains its premium over 
January with a persistence that has 
surprised many, and unless a substan- 
tial quantity of cotton shall be at- 
tracted to New York before the new 
year, it is quite possible that March 
and May will in turn be put to a 
premium that will insure the accumu- 
lation of. the reserve that the world’s 
largest future market ought to have in 
order to preserve its breadth and free- 
dom, 

It is, indeed, a perplexing situation 
and about the only conclusion that 
can be deduced from. it is that by its 
very perplexity it has made any per- 
manent or serious decline unlikely. 

Meantime, in its latest guess, issued 
Saturday morning, the crop reporting 
board estimates the crop at 15,298,000 
bales. This is 88,000 bales below the 
estimate of two weeks ago. The mar- 
ket, which had been a little droopy 
just before the report, suddenly ad- 
vanced 50 points, but the ginning 
figures rather than the crop report- 
ing board’s outgiving, probably were 


‘responsible for the upturn.

Some new 
lows were made in individual motor 
shares compared with the recent 
highs, but the net results of today’s 
short selling in the motors indicated 
plainly that the bears have done their 
worst. 


Bears Discriminate on Motors. 


Today it was evident that traders 
selling borrowed motor stocks short 
are being forced, for the first time 
since the downward price movement 
developed, to discriminate between the 
stocks of companies making passenger 
cars and those manufacturing trucks. 
Companies having a large percentage 
of production in trucks held steady 
today, while other motor shares were 
declining. This is understood to 
mean that even those traders in che 
stock market, who think that the 
speculation. on the long side in the 
stocks of passenger motor companies 
was overdone, are not of ‘the same 
opinion regarding the stocks of the 
motor companies making trucks, and 
having orders on their books to con- 
tinue to run at.a high preduction rate 
during the winter montks. 

There is no question but that even 
the insiders in the passenger motor 
stocks were temporarily at least 
bounced off their feet by the recent 
wild speculation in these shares. For 
example, after Hudson Motors had a 
decline of nearly 30 points from its 
high, people with inside information 
regarding earnings, etc., began to buy 
the stock, thinking that the price could 
not go lower. Today the price of that 
atock was down another 20 points 
from the level at which the insiders 
in question recently began to buy, 
thinking’ the break was over. 


Buying in Chrysler Motors. 


Similar buying has been. reported in 
Chrysler. People in Wall street hav- 
ing the best inside information on 
what the company is doing and ex- 
pects to do, began, after_the stock de- 
clined from 253 to 216, to buy stead- 
ily in large blocks. Stocks thus pur- 
chased may in time show a profit. But 
today it shows a very larg? paper 
loss. 

No one could be found in Wall street 
today looking for an early return of 
speculation in the stock market such 
as has recently been witnessed in the- 
motor shares. However, the best feel- 
ing here is that the bull market is 
not over, and will be resumed later 
on a nrore sane basis, with steels, 
rails and oils leading. Stocks in the 
groups just named were steady to 
strong today, even while .the motors 
were soft. 


Federal Reserve Meeting Wednesday. 


It was announced today tint the 
regular weekly meeting of officials 
of the federal reserve bank here would 
be held this Wednesday, instead of 
Thursday, because of Thanksgiving 
holiday. No increase in the recisconnt 
rate here is expected Wednesiay. But 
even if the rate should be increased, 
it will not have the same effect stock- 
marketwise as it would have had be- 
fore the stock market had its severe 
break in prices. It was not the bank 
rate which caused the decline in the

Motors Are Steels of 1900. 

What the Gates, the Moores, the 
Schwabs, the Reids did in 1901 in the 
stocks of the newly merged steel 
companies has recently been done~in 
the stocks ef merged automobile com- 
panies by men‘ who in recent years 
have made new and enormous fertunes 
in the automobile industry. In 1901, 
John W. Gates was willing to bet any- 
body a million dollars that Steel com- 


mon was going through the _ roof. 
What Steel common did was to de- 
cline from its high of 55 in 190% to 
§ 3-8 in 1904. 


What Gates and Reid and Schwab 
and the rest of the new steel million- 
aires dropped in the big bull stock 
market-of 1901 is “nobody’s busiaess,” 
but Gates, to get back some of the 
money he dropped in the steel mar- 
ket, turned to development of the 
Texas Oil company. Reid, for the 
same purpose, turned to American 
Can, while Schwab was devoting his 
time and energy to Bethlehem Steel, 
then a struggling and not too prom- 
ising an fYafant. \What these men 
dropped in the stock market did not 
mean that there was no money to 
be made in the steel industry. It sim- 
ply meant that for the time being they 
_ lost their heads in the stock mar- 
cet.
